Physicians talk about 
something called the ‘will to 
live’ among individuals. Is 
there also a ‘will to live’ 
in a nation which can, at 
some point in history, be 
lost? This is a question now 
being asked about the United 
States. We would like to sug- 
gest that it is not the 
American people who have lost 
their will to live, but that 
certain of their leaders fail 
to comprehend the essentials 
of strength, firmness, honor 
and integrity in a nation’s 
policy.

York. Once more we are being 
subjected to a renewed and 
stepped-up drive for the ad- 
mission of Communist China to 
the United Nations. Once she 
is admitted, of course, the 
next drive will be to gain 
American recognition of this 
regime of murderers and ban- 
dits who hold the mainland 
Chinese in slavery.

In any case, we have at 
last reached a decision where 
we can demonstrate effective- 
ly that we have not lost our 
will to live - that we have 
no intention of remaining in, 
and supporting, a trouble- 
making, socialist-dominated 
so-called world organization 
which can spit on the words 
in its own charter by welcom- 
ing the slave-masters of China 
into its midst. As Admiral 
Arthur W. Radford said in the 
Reader’s Digest, this is an 
either-or-question. The United 
Nations must be told that 
“they can have either Red 
China or the United States as 
a member, but not both.’ 


and in the interest of free 
men everywhere, but it actu- 
ally poses a serious threat 
to the internal security and 
institutions of the United 
States. This is because the 
United Nations consists 
of a great deal more than 
merely its Security Council 
and General Assembl'y. These 
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get all the newspaper publi- 
city, but back in the shadows 
there operate a number of UN 
alphabetical agencies where 
the real dirty work is done. 
Among them is one known as 
UNESOD — the United Nations 
Educational, Scientific and 
Cultural Organization. 
Recently we called your 
attention to some hard-hit- 
ting remarks by Dr. Max Raf- 
ferty, a superintendent of 
schools, about the downgrad- 
ing of patriotism among 
American school children. 
The United Nations organiza- 
tion called UNESOD has had a 
great deal to do with this 
insidious trend. UNES@ issues 
a series of booklets with 
which it has flooded American 
public schools. They are 


beamed particularly at kinder- 
garten and grade-school 
teachers. You can surround 
this interference of an in- 
ternational body in American 
schools with all the beauti- 
ful words at your command, 
but what it boils down to in 
plain English is an attack on 
the minds of American young- 
sters. The purpose of the 
attack? To turn them away 
from parental influence, from 
the teachings of their churches 
and temples, from loyalty and 
a patriotic pride in America 
and American institutions and 
traditions. The idea is to 
make them what is called 
‘world-minded’ —- to kill any 
feeling of national pride. 
They are to be taught not to 
be good American citizens, 
but citizens of some kind of 
world government dreamed up 
by the UNESOO bureaucrats. 

This may sound like a strong 
statement, but one of these 
UNESCO booklets instructs 
American teachers not to use 
any words or pictures that 
might make children feel a 
special love for the United 
States. They must work to 
counteract family influences 
because, says UNESOO, ‘it is 
frequently the family that 
infects the child with ex- 
treme nationalism.’ The 
teachers are told to ‘correct 








many of the errors of home 
training’ so as to prepare 
a child ‘for membership in a 
group...the first of many 
such social identifications 


SERIOUS INDICTMENT 

In case you think we are 
seeing bogeymen in these more 
or less hidden United Nations 
activities, an event occurred 
recently which, as nearly as 
we can discover, got practi- 
cally no notice in the public 
press. A gentleman in Washing- 
ton, D.C., Mr. John M. Larson, 
wrote a letter to Secretary 
of State Rusk. Mr. Larson was 
a member of the U.S. National 
Commission for UNESOO. This 
commission acts in an advisory 
capacity toour government and 
our delegations on matters 
concerning UNES@). The purpose 
of Mr. Larson’s letter was to 
submit his resignation from 
this UNESCO commission. In 
resigning, he gave his reasons 
- reasons which should cause 
every American to stop and 
think about our involvement 
in the United Nations and its 
alphabetical offshoots. Mr. 
Larson talked about the sort 
of literature issued by UNESCO 
to influence our minds. He 
said it ‘had very little sub- 
stance, and what little it 
does have appears overtly or 


that he must achieve on his 
way’ — to where? To becoming 
a free American citizen? No, 
“on his way to membership in 
the world society.’ 


covertly to be slanted away 
from the spiritual and poli- 
tical beliefs and traditions 
of the United States of Ameri- 
ca toward the sterile con- 
ceptions of a nebulous one- 
world government or federation 
which is built upon atheis- 
tic foundations.’ 

According to Mr. Larson, 
much of this UNESOO propaganda 
is ‘equated with responsibi- 
lity and loyalty’ - to what? 
‘To a world community con- 
ceived in the spirit of the 
charter of the United Na- 
tions.” And that UNESOO’s 
purpose is not educational, 
as it claims, but is sheer 
propaganda is seen in the 
fact that Mr. Larson found, 
as he says, ‘grave errors of 
omission and distortions of 
perspective with respect to 
historical trends and events 
and to the growth and develop- 
ment of certain ideas.” He 
noted that this UN agency 
plays upon the desire of peo- 
ples for a peaceful solution 
of their conflicts. It pre- 
tends to supply a foundation 
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for these hopes, but ‘when 
its claims are investigated 
they are found to be empty as 
well as a convenient cover 
for its real activities.’ 
Then Mr. Larson laid it on 
the line: ‘The foundations of 
UNESOO are atheistic and ma- 
terialistic...Rather than be- 
ing genuinely concerned with 
the intellectual andmoral de- 
velopment of men through edu- 
cation, UNESOD makes cynical 
use of those whom it professes 
to be serving and he!ping.’ 


We are sure you will agree 
that this is a very thought- 
ful and serious indictment of 
this UN agency from a man who 
spent two years on the inside 
of its activities. And UNESOO’s 
activities are another sound 
reason, among numerous others, 
why somany Americans are com- 
ing to believe that we should 
quit milking the American tax- 
payer for the support of the 
United Nations, and disentang- 
le ourselves completely from 
this harmful alliance.

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Book Review 

TO SURVIVE AND TO WIN 
A FORWARD STRATEGY FOR 
AMERICA by Strausz-Hupé@, 
Kintner & Possony, 451 pages, 
Harper, N.Y., $5.95. 

How long, " ask the authors 
of A FORWARD STRATEGY FOR 
AMERICA, must the free world 
fight to maintain only the 
status quo vis & vis inter- 
national communism? 

The Soviet Union, not 
America or the free world, 
will decide whether we shall 
have war. The Soviet Union 
holds the initiative in this, 
because it is the aggressor. 
It will in time envelop us 
unless we come to grips with 
Soviet strategy, unless we 
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begin putting the Soviets on 
the defensive by moving into 
the ‘gray zones’ of conflict- 
in short, umless we engage 
and work toward victory in 
the ‘protracted conflict.’ 
This is the conclusion of 
this work’s authors —- Robert 
Strausz-Hupé, William R. 
Kintner, and Stefan T. Pos- 
sony — all scholars of the 
first order. Mr. Strausz-Hupé 
is director of the Foreign 
Policy Research Institute of 
the University of Pennsylvania 
and editor of Orbis, foreign 
affairs journal of the In- 
stitute. Mr. Kintner is a 
member of the Institute. So 








is Mr. Possony, who is pro- 
fessor of international poli- 
tics at Georgetown Unversity. 

Two years ago Messrs. 
Strausz-Hupé and Kintner col- 
laborated with two others on 
Protracted Conflict, a pene- 
trating and brilliant study 
of communist strategy. The 
current book tells how we 
must combat international 
communism as well as work for 
its ultimate destruction. 

The authors conclude that 
the communists have gained 
and continue to win the Third 
World War. The Soviets have 
made heavy inroads upon the 
free world without resorting 
to weapons. Why? The authors 
believe it is because our 
policy has not been suffici- 
ently geared to cope with tie 
Soviet strategy of protracted 
conflict. What is protracted 
conflict? Mao Tse-tung dis- 
tilled the essence of the 
strategy into 16 words: ‘The 
enemy advances, we retreat; 
enemy halts, we harass; enemy 
tires, we attack; enemy re- 
treats, we pursue.’ 

‘The reality of our age,’ 
the authors note, ‘is...that 
the most important battle may 
not be fought by exchanges of 
nuclear firepower, but, like 
the conflicts of the 16th and 
17th centuries, will consist 
of maneuvers and diversions 


designed to achieve a deci- 
Sive advantage by one side 
or the other.’ 

If war should come, the 
authors believe, the use of 
nuclear weapons may not be 
possible. To win we must take 
all measures necessary, no 
matter how costly, to survive 
an aggressor’s attack. We 
must resume nuclear testing 
for a deterrent. We must im- 
prove our missile defenses. 
We must develop para-military 
forces (guerrilla warfare 
forces) so that the United 
States will have the capabil- 
ity to fight communism every- 
where. 

The United States is capable 
of financing its own survival 
and surviving the technologi- 
cal race with the Soviets. 
Taxation, of course, is 
necessary, but the authors 
note this should be achieved 
without destroying our federal 
system and converting our 
citadel of liberty into a 
Russian state. 

Technological advances, 
military preparedness, econo- 
mic soundness, diplomatic 
aggressiveness — all these 
are essential parts of the 
Forward Strategy spelled out 
by the authors. But as they 
state in the foreword and 
regularly throughout the book, 
these depend on the deter- 
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mination of the citizenry - steadily to destroy them. We
